ized to administer oaths, tbat said bird8 have not been unlawfully 
killed, bought., 80ld or had in possession, are not being shipped 
tor ~ale or profit, giving the name and post·offioe addre88 of the 
person to whom shipped and the number of bird8 to be so 8hip. 
pede A copy of lIuch affidavit, endorsed, "A true oopy of the 
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original," by the person administering the oath, shall be furnished 
by him to the affiant, who shall deliver the Bame to tbe railroad 
agent or common carrier receiving such birds for transportation, 
and the same shall operate as a release to such carrier or .. agent 
from any liability in the shipment or carrying of such birds. 

The origiual affidavit shall be retained by the omcer taking 
the !'lame, and may be u!'led as evidence in any prosecution for 
violation of this act. Any person swearing falsely to any mate­
rial fact of said affidavit, shall be guilty of perjury, and punished 
accordingly. 

SEC. 7. If any person shall kill, trap, ensnare, buy, sell, ship, 
PenAIt.y for or bave in possession, or ship, takt>, or carry out of the state, 
~~?~'!t.~~n ot contrary to the provisions of this act, any of the birds or animals 

named in this act, or shall wilfully destroy any egg" or nests of 
birds named in this act, shall be punished by a fine of ten dollars 
for each bird, beaver, mink, otter OJ" muskrat: twenty-five dollars 
for each wild deer, elk or fawn, snd len dollars for each nest or 
the eggs tberein, so killed, trapped, ensnared, bought, sold, 
sbipped, had in possession, destroyed or shipped, taken or carried 
out of the·state, and IIhall sland committed to the county jail for 
tbirty days unless such fine and costs of prosecution are sooner 
paid. 

SEC. 8. If any railway, express company, or other common 
pe~altl n carrier, or any of their agents or servants, knowingly receive any 
~~y~8.t:C •• ~h~ of the above mentioned birds or animals for transportatioB or 
~~~t~ tranB- other purpose, during the periods hereinbefore limited and pro-

hibited, or at any other time exoept in the manner provided in 
section six (6) of this act, they shall be punished by a tine of not 
less than one hundred nor more than tbree hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment in the county jail for thirty days, or by both 
such tine and imprisonment. 

. SEC. 9. If any person shall sboot or kill any wild duck, goose, 
Penalty tor or brant, with any swivel gun, or any kind of gun except such aa 
::~n~rp~~~~ is commonly shot from the shoulder; or shall use medicated or 

poisoned food to capture or kill any of the birds named in this 
act, he shall be 3eemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con­
viction shall be fined twenty-five dollars for each off.mse, and 
shall stand committed to the county jail for thirty days, unless 
such fine and the costs of prosecution ara sooner paid. 

SEC. 10. Prosecutions for violations of this act ma:r be
